To the General Assembly of the State of Indiana, 

in regular session for A. 2)., 1863V 

Gentlemen: — At the last regular session of the General Assem* 
bly the school law underwent a very general revision and re-enact- 
ment ; and, among other tHings, it was provided, that instead of elab- 
orate annual reports, alternating each year in their address between 
the Governer and the General Assembly, the Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction should, each year in which there was no session of the 
General Assembly, make a report in writing to the Governor, indi- 
cating in general terms an enumeration of the children of the State 
for school purposes, the additions to the permanent school funds with- 
in the year, and amount apportioned and distributed to the several 
counties of the State for school purposes. And further, that he shall 
present a bi-ennial report to the General Assembly, containing a 
brief exhibit of his labors, the result of his experience and observa- 
tions, noticing any imperfections in the operation of the school sys- 
tem, and suggest the appropriate correction. In compliance with 
these requirements I present to you the following report, it being the 
eleventn in regular number, but the first bi-ennial report of the Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction. 

Since the last session of your body it has pleased Almighty God, 
in his mysterious providence, to remove by death from this world to 
that which is to come, an officer representing the head of the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction for the Stare, in the persdt of Hon. Sliles 
J. Fletcher. By his death that department of the State government 
has lost an active and zealous chief officer, his family an affectionate 
husband and father, and the community a useful, social and benevo- 
lent man. 

By executive appointment the vacancy in the office thus occasioned 
was filled by Samud K. Hoshour, D, D., whose official term expired 
under the operation of the eighteenth section of the fifth article of 
the Constitution, when a successor was elected and qualified. Thus 
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the duty of reporting to you has devolved on your obedient servant 
within a few days after his initiation into office, without the official 
experience and observation as to the operation of the school system 
which is necessary to enable him to present to you the great inter- 
ests of the department as intelligently as he would be glad to do; he 
must, therefore, draw upon such reliable data as can be made avail- 
able, upon short notice, for so important an undertaking. 

Upon assuming the duties of the office I found that my immediate 
predecessor, Rev. Mr. Hoshour, had caused to be prepared statistical 
tables and abstracts of the materials which have been transmitted to 
the office from the respective counties of the State, which tables, ab- 
stracts and matter thus furnished was in part printed and going 
through the press ; I therefore append it to this report, to which I 
respectfully call your attention, as exhibiting in detail the practical 
results of our school system for the past two years. Their compari- 
son with similar tables last published will exhibit the relative condi- 
tion of the Common Schools at the respective dates of said tables* 
They will exhibit also, to some extent, the relative condition of the 
schools in the different counties of the State. Such a comparison in- 
dicates that, notwithstanding the extraordinary excitement which has 
prevailed throughout the State and nation for the greater part of that 
time, in consequence of the great rebellion, we have made commend- 
able progress in the important business of public instruction.

If we deduct from the above grand total the two amounts of un- 
productive fund, to-wit, the value of the unsold school lands, $133,- 
775 10, and the amount held by the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund, $3,662,637 97, we shall have $3,396,741 84 as the ajnount 
of productive school funds; which, at 7 per cent., at w^hich rate it is 
loaned, will yield of school revenue for tuition the sum

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It is estnmated that under tbe present provisions of the law there 
will probably be about the same amount of revenue realized for tui- 
tion in 1864. 

REVENUE PROM LIQUOR LICENSES. 

The reports of school revenue, made by the County Auditors, for 
the year ending March, 1862, show a falling off in amount of revenue 
derived from licenses to sell spirituous liquors. Similar reports for 
the year ending March, 1861, show there to have been derived from 
that source, for the year then ending, the sum of $69,359 25. The 
reports for the year ending March, 1862, show from that source 
$49,766 63. The falling off for the previous year, being $19,592 72. 

This falling off is thought to be more due to a disregard of the law 
on the subject, or to an evasion of it by those engaged in the business, 
than to any diminution in the sale of liquor, or in the number of 
places where the traffic is carried on. This fact has suggested the 
propriety of so attending the law under which the collection of this 
kind of revenue is made, as to provide a sure and more summary 
mode of collecting it. 

The number of licenses to retail spirituous liquors taken out at the 
offices of the collectors of United States revenue, under the national 
tax law, is very suggestive upon this subject. I have selected a dozen 
of ths average counties of the State, and made inquiry in them at the 
offices of the collectors of U. S. revenue, and of County Auditors, 
and have obtained information upon which to base an estimate of the 
approximate amount which ought to annually accrue to the school 
revenue, throughout the State, from liquor licenses, by which it ap- 
pears that in our best condition, under the present law, we have not 
collected as much school revenue from that source as is due and ought 
to be collected, by more than one hundred thousand dollars. I think 
it is quite clear that if the school revenue from that source was col- 
lected up as closely, and in as summary a manner, as the U. S. rev- 
enue, from the same source, is collected, we would realize from it a 
hundred and seventy-five thousand dollars, instead of forty-nine 
thousand dollars, which was the amount collected last year. 

I respectfully suggest an amendment of the law under whidh 
licenses are granted, so as to provide a. more sure and summary mode 
of collecting that kind of revenue. If the General Assembly see fit 
to entertain the proposition to amend the law, the necessary details 
of the amendatory bill will, I think, readily suggest themselves to the 
proper committee. 

For details of the receipts and expenditures of the school revenue 
and the apportionment of it to the several counties of the State, I will 
ask your attention to the tabular statements Nos. iii, iv, vii, viii, in 
the appendix to this report. 
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AMMSNDMENTS TO THE LAW. 

The revision of the school law at the last regular sessioD of the 
General Assembly appears to have been very successful, so far as I 
am able to judge, from the measure of information available to me 
for that purpose. Of one of the sources ofinformation from which I 
udge of its success, I desire to speak more especially and fully, as 
leing entitled to high consideration and full credit and respect. I 
allude to the State Convention of School Examiners, which convened 
at the State House, on the 6th day of November last, at the instaage 
and request of my esteemed predecessor, Mr. Hoshour. One of his 
alleged objects of calling on tne Examiners, and inviting them to con- 
vene, was to enable them to consult freely together, and with him, as 
to the practical working and operation of the revised school law, with 
a view to ascertain whether or not any amendments were necessary, 
and if so, in what particular it ought to be amended. The convention 
remained in session two days, and at an early hour of its session com- 
mittees were formed to facilitate and expedite its business, among 
which was a committee on amendments to the school law. That com- 
mittee, after mature deliberation, reported to the convention. The 
rep'ort was received and generally discussed by the members, and the 
following recommendations were adopted by, the convention: 

Ist. That section 11 be so amended as to omit the following 
clause : *' With the concurrence of the Board of County Commission- 
ers of their respective counties.'^ 

2d. That section 86 be so amended as to omit all save the follow- 
ing clause : ^'AU licenses granted by the Examiner shall be limited 
to the county in which they are granted; " and that, instead, a clause 
to be embodied stating that 'Ho warrant an Examiner in issuing a 
limited license, he must have documentary evidence that such license 
is requested by the unanimous wish of all the voters in the district." 

8d. " That the time for which schools shall be taught each day 
shall be distinctly specified in the law — viz.: six hours. 

4th. '^ That the law should make it the duty of the Examiners to 
know whether each applicant for license is of good moral character." 

5th. " That section 25 of the school law be respectfully referred 
to the Legislature, to be so revised that the difficulties in its present 
working be remedied." 

*The first three of these amendments were sugested by the commit- 
tee, and the last two were adopted upon motion of other members of 
the convention who were not of the committee. 

Thus has a convention of highly intelligent and practical school 
Examiners of the State, about thirty in number, who have had a year 
and a half experience in the administration of the law, and observa- 
tion of its practical results, seen fit, under the most favorable circum- 
stances, to suggest but five amendments to it. 

When we consider that the present school law consists of 164 sec- 
tions, and provides for the entire administration of an important de- 
partment of the State government, in all the diffusion of its powers 
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and ramifications throughout the State ; prescribing duti^ to be per- 
formed by and rules for the goyemment of the officers of five dis- 
tinct subdivisions of the department, which officers number in the 
aggregate more than seven thousand; and that said amendments thus 
suggested are but slight in their nature, and rather immaterial in 
their effect upon that part of the system to which they relate, — the 
action of the convention may, I think, very justly be regarded as a 
compliment to the Legislature which revised and re-enacted the 
law. 

When the section to which the first proposed amendment relates, 
was under consideration preparatory to its passage, it was thought 
that to give to a trustee the uncontrolled power to levy a special 
school tax, not exceecUng twenty-five cents on each one hundred dol- 
lars of taxable property, his acts in that behalf would not be so well 
received by the tax-payers, as they would be if such levy of tax had 
concurrence of the proper Board of County Commissioners. 

Section 35, to which the convention proposed an amendment, was 
probably not understood and viewed by that body in the light in 
which it was viewed by the Legislature. The section was drawn up 
and inserted in the bill at the instance and request of a member of 
one of the legislative committees on education, and, I think, the 
Representative from Delaware. There were two objects to be accom- 
plished under the operation of that section: 

Mrstj To provide schools of some kind, if not the best, in remote 
and backward districts. 

Seeondj To enable trustees more readily to establish graded schools, 
or such modifiications of them, as would be within the reach of the 
means at their command. 

The first of these objects appears to be well understood, and 1 think 
there are but few licenses granted in the State in furtheranf6e of it. 
The second object does not appear to have been well understood and 
administered as it was intended to be by its originators. For in- 
stance, a Trustee has in his township a large school, which he desires 
to establish as a graded school*, or some modification of one, and em- 
ploy two or more teachers in it. If all of them must have full licenses^ 
and be thoroughly accomplished in all the branches taught in the 
common schools, they would probably be able to command $30 per 
month each, making the school cost at least sixty dollars per month. 
Instead of proceeding thus, he can employ one such teacher to take 
charge of the school, as principal teacher, and a young lady as an 
assistant, who could be employed for ten or twelve dollars per month, 
and under the operation of the said section thirty-five, request the 
' Examiner, in her case, to omit certain branches, but let his examina- 
tion be more to test her capacity or faculty to teach and communi- 
cate instruction to the primary classes of the school, than to test the 
extent and depth of her knowledge and learning. She, under the 
general direction of the principal teacher, can make the school quite 
as successful as to employ expensive teachers, and thus the Trustee 
would add one half to the length of his school. Such a course need 
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not depress the standard of the school, nor be any letting down of 
its character for usefulness. It would have the eflfect to utilize and 
economize the expenditure of the school money. Thus, in one case, 
the teachers would cost $60 per month, and in the other case $40 per 
month, enabling the trustee to add one-half to the length of his school 
by grading the teachers as well as the pupils. 

The principle of the division of labor which is now being generally 
and beneficially applied to mechanical processes, may, in many cases, 
be applied with economy and success to intellectual labor, and partic- 
ularly so to that which is employed in the Common Schools. By a 
proper application of that principle to the expenditure of a given 
amount of money for the schools, their terms may be lengthened, 
their utility greatly increased, and the measure of knowledge and 
learning communicated by the teachers, and appropriated and treas- 
ured up by the pupils materially augmented. 

Upon this subject I beg leave to quote a page from Way land's Ele- 
ments of Political Economy : 

" During the period of the French Revolution the Government was 
desirous of producing a series of mathematical tables, in order to 
facilitate the extension of the decimal system, which had been re- 
cently adopted. They directed their mathematicians to construct 
such tables on the most extensive scale. The superintendence of the 
work was confided to M. Prony. It happened that shortly after he had 
undertaken it, he opened, in a bookstore, Adam Smith's " Wealth of 
Nations,'^ and, by accident, turned to the chapter on division of labor. 
The thought immediately suggested itself, that this might be adopted 
in the work in which he was engaged. He immediately followed out 
the suggestion and arranged the plan accordingly. He divided the 
persons who were to execute the labor into three sections. The first 
section was composed of five or six of the most eminent mathemati- 
cians of France. Their duty was to ascertain the analytical expres- 
sions which were most readily adapted to simple numerical calcula- 
tions, and which could be performed .by many individuals employed 
at the Same time. The formulae on the use of which it had decided, 
were to be delivered to the second section. The second section con- 
sisted of seven or eight persons, of considerable acquaintance with 
mathematics, whose duty it was to convert into numbers the formulae 
put into their hands by the first sectioi^ and then to deliver out these 
numbers to the members of the third section, and to receive from 
them the finished calculations. These they could verify without re- 
peating the work. The third section consisted of sixty or eighty per- 
sons. They received the numbers from the second section, and, us- 
ing nothing more than addition and substraction, returned to that 
section the finished tables. Nine-tenths of this class had no know- 
ledge of arithmetic beyond its first two rules; and it is remarkable 
i^hat these were usually found more correct in their calculations than 
those who possessed a more extensive knowledge of the subject. 
The extent of the labor, which w^as thus executed in a remarkably 
short space of time, may be estimated, when it is stated that the ta* 
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bles thus formed ar^ computed to occupy seventeen large folio vol- 
umes. And yet, we see that the greatest part of the labor was ac- 
tually accomplished by persons who might be employed at very small 
expense, and who could do the ifork assigned them as perfectly as 
those whose labor was the most expensive." 

The third amendment recommended by the Convention of Examin- 
ers is as follows, to- wit: 

*' That the time for which schools shall be taught each day shall be . 
distinctly specified in the law, to- wit,, six hours/' That amendment 
can be very properly made by adding in the appropriate place section 
162 of the old law, which I believe to have been unintentionally omit- 
ted in the revision. 

The fourth amendment recommended by said Coiivention is as fol- 
lows, to- wit: " That the school law should make it the duty of Ex- 
aminers to require applicants for licenses to furnish evidence of good 
moral character." This amendment could, I think, be very properly 
added to section 83 of the present school law. 

The fifth and last amendment recommended by said Convention, 
relates to section twenty-five ; but their published proceedings in that 
behalf do not clearly indicate what provision of that section needs 
amendment. Their resolution upon that amendment respectfully re- 
fers that section to the Legislature to be revised so that the difficul- 
ties in its present workings be remedied. 

These are all the amendments recommended by the Convention. 
There are some other portions of the proceedings of said Convention 
which are appended to this report, numbered XII, as being well worthy 
of notice for the illustration which they furnish of the salutary efiect 
upon the schools, of the enlargement of the jurisdiction and duties 
of the School Examiners, to which I invite your attention. I think 
that the portion of the new law which relates to the Examiners has 
doo^ and will continue to do great good in elevating the character of 
tM schools, and in getting a more full and accurate account of them 
as to the manner in which they assist in carrying forward and mak- 
ing progress in the great work of public instruction. 

There are a few other amendments which it may be proper to make, 
mostly to correct certain verbel inaccuracies, which occurred in the 
hurry in which the law went through the forms of final enactment. 
At the proper time these will be suggested to the appropriate com- 
mittees. 

BETTER ORGANIZATION OF THE SCHOOLS. 

There is a great want expressed from all parts of the State for 
well-trained and skillful teachers for the Common Schools. This 
want is expressed in many cases with great earnestness. The strict* 
rules of economy, and a proper regard for the interests of the com- 
munity, would appear to dictate to us to consider by what plan with- 
in our reach the supply of such a want can be furnished in the most 
successful and permanently useful manner. Many of the teachers 
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in the common schooLi of the Stfite have enliBied ia the army, for the 
restoration of the Union. In many cases their places have been aap- 
plied by other persons, who are less experienced. The tables ap- 
pended to this report, and other evidences which have come to mj 
knowledge, indicate plainly that the business of teaching, in the com- 
mon schools of the State, is passing, by a law^, of necessity, into the 
hands of female teachers. We need not lament the necessity which 
is working this change. I think we should early encourage it, and 
draw largely upon the female portion of the community for a supply 
of teachers. With female teachers, their gentleness, patience, and 
kindness of their dispositions, their sympathies with the feelings, as- 
pirations, foible8*'playfulness and vagaries of children, well fit them 
to become their guides and instructors during the season of childhood. 
The female portion of our teachers are more likely to become perma- 
nently engaged in the business of teaching than the male portion are. 
How important then it appears to be that there should be an inetitu- 
tion of learning, established by the State, where they can be larained 
and taught in such manner as will most eminently fit them for success 
in their favorite profession or occupation. 

NORMAL SCHOOL. 

A large proportion of the persons at present employed in the 
teacher's profession, in Lidlana, are comparatively but little skilled in 
the most approved methods of teaching, training, and governing 
schools, and the management of them in such manner as will make them 
most successful. The application of the labor of such persons to the 
business of the schools is, practically, equal in expense to the appli- 
cation of the labor of persons well skilled in their profession, if mich 
persons were within the reach of employment; but unfortunately for 
the schools, they are not, and cannot be, until we bring them 
within reach, by the agency of a good Norman School, or some 
means analogous to it, for their professional prep(id*ation. 

If a given amount of learning and education is to be imparted to 
each and all the children of the State, at the public expense, it be- 
comes important that such expense should be economize^d in every 
possible way. And no way can we so efifectually economize it as to 
prepare teachers suitably for that work. Let us prepare and furnish 
them through the proper agency, and the common schools of the 
State will soon present an appearance cheering to the friends of edu- 
cational progress. 

At no time in the history of our system of Public Instruction have 
ve more needed an institution of the kind, in connection with it, than 
we do at present. We expend a large sum of money each year in 
• carrying on that system ; and in many instances such expenditure 
brings in return comparatively but meagre, instruction, and little edu- 
cational progress and utility. And the question naturally arises, why 
is it so ? The answer comes from almost every township in the State, 
that it is for the want of teachers, skilled in their profession, and ac- 
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quainted with and trained to the approved methods And art of teach- 
ing. If we are content with oiir experience in this matter, in our 
own State, as to the amount of good we are doing in the business of 
Piiblic Instruction, and look with complaisance upon our seven mil- 
lion dollars of school fund, and more than eight hundred thousand 
dollars of annual school revenue for tuition, we may conclude that we 
are doing a great deal for our favorite enterprise. But if we compare 
the real practical utility, and amount of common school instruction 
resulting from the expenditure of that amount of money, with the 
utility, measure and amount of such instruction resulting, in other 
States, from a similar outlay of money, we shall find the balance, 
upon such a comparison, largely against us as a State. And why? 
We must reply that it is for the most part, for want of those agencies 
which fit the teacher for like usefulness in his or her profession. 

Many of the States have their Normal Schools; and we may profit 
hj their experience. Wherever the aid of such an institution has 
been invoked, they have made rapid strides in the business of educa- 
tion, when compared with Indiana. When I examine the statistics 
of the schools of other States, and find and realize what a mass of 
knowledge and learning is acquired by the pupils in their common 
schools, as compared with what is acquired by similar pupils in our 
schools, I feel that the comparison is discouraging ; but when I re- 
flect that the means which conduce to their superiority in this respect 
are equally within our reach, it prompts to increased effort and bold- 
ness in asking, at your hands, such enactments as shall enable us to 
introduce here the improvements which have operated to place the 
common^ schools in our sister States so far ahead of ours, in all that 
which gives efficiency and success to the great enterprise of Public 
Instmotion. 

The fundamental principles which underlay our system of Public 
instruction are very generally approved by our people, and we can- 
not regard them as being radically wrong, while they enjoy such ap- 
proval. But the great wants of the system are, first, more revenue^ 
and, second, teachers specially educated and trained for their profes- 
sion. The pending amendmants to the Constitution are looked to, by 
the fri ends of that measure, as calculated to work relief to the system 
as to the first great want of more revenue. It therefore stands us in 
hand, mow, to direct our attention more to the supply of the second 
great want of the system — that of the preparation, education and 
training of teachers, by means of a professional school for that 
purpose. 

The plan suggested for the accomplishment of this object involves 
little or no expenditure of money from the State Treasury for site 
and buildings, necessary for its accommodation, and no new or addi- 
tional tax for its endowment and annual support. These facts, iii 
connection with the greatly increased efficiency and utility, which 
will be derived, from the common schools of the State, by the half a 
million of pupils therein, will, I hope, commend the establishment of 
«uch a school to your favorable action. 
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AN AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 

Congress has offered to each State, which may express its accept* 
ance thereof within two years from the 2d of July last by legislative 
act-, a very liberal donation of land, or land scrip, for the endowment, 
support, and maintenance of a college, the leading object of which 
shall be to teach such branches of learning as relate to agriculture 
and the mechanic arts, including military tactics, and such other scih 
entific and classical studies as the Legislatures of the States may pro^ 
vide, and for carrying into effect the provisions and conditions of said 
act of Congress within five years from the date of the approval of 
said, act by the President. 

The idea of the liberal endowment and support of an Agricultural 
College, such a one as appears to be contemplated by the act of Con- 
gress, must, I think, commend itself to favorable legislation, and in- 
duce the acceptance of the grant offered by Coiigress, and a compli- 
ance with its provisions and conditions. 

Agriculture is the dominant interest in Indiana. A very large por- 
tion of the people of this State are, in their occupations, pursuits, 
and habits, eminently agricultural. And any legislation which has 
for its object the fostering care, the assistance and development of 
that great interest, and the healthy direction of those habits, would 
be readily regarded as a step in the right direction. The acceptance 
of the grant offered by Congress, and the organization of such a col- 
lege in connection with our system of public instruction, and in con- 
nection with said college a department or branch for the education 
of teachers for the Common Schools, to be supported by its own pro- 
per revenues — both to be very thorough and complete in all their 
appointments and organization — ^would enable us to convey, through 
the medium of such a college and the Common Schools, to the mass 
of the people of the State, an amount of usefulness, and benefit far 
beyond anything which we now enjoy, and do much to promote the 
liberal and practical education of the industrial classes in the several 
pursuits and professions in life. 

TOWNSHIP LIBRARIES. 

A small, permanent annual revenue is much needed for the sup- 
port of the Township Libraries. The library feature of our system 
of public instruction has been very generally regarded with favor by 
our people. The libraries have done much towards forming habits 
of reading and studiousness in the young persons of the State who 
have acquired the art of reading in our Common Schools. If a small, 
annual tax of the tenth of a mill on a dollar, or twenty cents on each 
taxable poll can be provided, it will afford a revenue sufficient to re- 
plenish the libraries with new and useful books, which would sustain 
the high respect cherished by the patrons of the libraries for the pub- 
lic spirit and liberality which originated them. 

For more full remarks on this subject you are respectfully referred 
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to former official reports from this department, and especially to the 
fifth annual report, which was made by the Hon. Qaleh Mills. 

' SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 

The term of office of the Superintendent of Public Instruction is 
limited by the Constitution to two years. He is required to present 
to the GenerBl Assembly a detailed bi-ennial report ; and the occur- 
rences of the past year, have been such as have made it requisite for 
the present incumbent of the office to present to you such a report 
within a few weeks after he has entered upon the discharge of the 
duties of the office. It must be manifest to you that such a state of 
things works great unfairness to the officer by requiring him so soon 
after he enters the office to render so important a report, and that 
report to relate to the time which his predecessor has administered 
the business of the office; and that it works also an injury and loss 
to the important interests of the department which he superintends, 
by depriving it of the experience and observation acquired by his pre- 
decessor during his official term. It appears to me especially unwise 
for the law to be permitted to so stand as to require by any possible 
contingency a full, detailed official bi-ennial report to be rendered 
within a few weeks of the commencement of his official term, and 
deprive him of all opportunity of presenting any report at or near 
the close of his term. Thus his report must mostly relate to the time 
during which the business of his department was administered by his 
predecessor, and not as to time during which it was administered by 
himself. ' It is impossible for me to avail myself of the experience 
and observation of my predecessor relative to the business of the de- 
partment during his official term to an extent sufficient to enable me 
to do ample justice to him in my report, or to enable me to present 
in a faithful manner the operation of the school system during the 
time to which the report relates. 

It is easy to see the difficulty above mentioned, but we cannot so 
easily see an appropriate mode of correcting it. The* Constitution, 
as before remarked, limits the term of office to two years; and under 
the operation of the eighteenth section of the fifth article of the Con- 
stitution, 4;he regular term is made to commejice on the twenty-first 
day of November following the election. And if the dfi,j of its com- 
mencement cannot be changed by statute, the same great difficulty 
will continue to recur at the commencement of every • new term of two 
years. There is no doubt but that the fifteenth of March is the best 
time for the office to change hands, because it would leave in office a 
man experienced in, and &miliar with, the details of the system, who 
could co-operate with the General Assembly during its session in 
making such amendments to the law for its improvement as his expe- 
rience might suggest as being necessary. The next best time would 
no doubt be the first of January, to^the end that the incoming officer 
might have a likd opportunity to co-operate with the General Assem- 
bly in amending or improving the law. In that case, the rendition 
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of die required official report would, of neceMitj, be the closiiig act 
of afi official term. 

But the question here occurs whether the statute can add to or 
take from a term of official service thus fixed by the Constitution, 
so as to effect the relief desired. If the right to take possession of 
the office on the twentieth day of November accrues under the Con- 
stitntton to the person elected, and he waives that right until the first 
of January or the fifteenth of March following, such waivor will pro- 
bably be construed into a forfeiture of his right to possession of the 
office, and a vacancy be declared to exist, which would have to be 
filled by executive appointment according to the requirements of the 
section of the Constitution above referred to. Hence it is not easy 
to see a practicable mode of correcting the dijfficulty. 

THE INDIANA SCHOOL JOURNAL. 

It has long been desirable thatf some periodical ^publication could 
become a kind of official medium of communication throughout the 
Department of Public Instruction; or perhaps more properly a me- 
dium of communication between the Superintendent and subordinate 
school officers and teachers of the State, to the end that reports may 
be published of more or lesfr of the decisions made by the Superin- 
tendent relative to the administration of the school law, and thus sub- 
serve the interests of the contributor, publishers, and readers of such 
periodical. It gives me pleasure to be able to state in this connec- 
tion that the gentlemto who have the management of the Indiana 
School Journal have very kindly offered to open their pages to a very 
^beral extent for the publication of such decisions, and to do it as a 
matter of information for their readers, and witiiout expense to the 
Department. This makes the School Journal almost a necessiW with 
the school officers and teachers of the State, or at least a useful as- 
sistant to the them in relation to their school duties. 

Upon again entering this Department of the State Government, 
and assuming its duties and responsibilities, after two yeara retire- 
ment from them, I freely pledge to you, gentiemen of the Senate 
and House of Benresentatives, and to tl^ people of the State, my 
best efforts to faitnfully administer tiie tmets committed to me, and 
to give success to our Oommon ScfaoolSy and to any enactments you 
may see fit to make relative to Aem.

JExtrad from proceedings of State Convention of School Examiners^ 
hfild Nov, 6th f 1862, at the State Rouse in the city of Indianapolis, 

In accordance with a request in the call by the Superintendent, re- 
ports, written and verbal, were made by the Examiners in regard to 
examinations and visiting schools. The following is an abstract of 
the more important and interesting reports presented. 

Mr. Dickey, of Bartholomew, examines by written and oral ques- 
tions;, has had no public examinations, there being no applicants pres- 
ent at the time appointed for such. , In visiting schools, he ordinarily 
spends two or three hours examining classes, and conversing with 
teachers. 

Mr. Ensminger, of Boone, requires all applicants for licences to at- 
tend the public examinations, and will not give certificates at any 
other time ; requires teachers to write their names and addresses, and 
thus obtains a knowledge of their penmanship; asks questions on the 
various branches of study, and the per cent, of correct answers deter- 
mines the grade of certificate. Mr. E. considers visiting the vitality 
of the school-room ; visits all the schools in each township, at the rate 
of two per day, and looks after the text-books, organization, grade, 
government, &c., of the school, making a record of the same and pub- 
lishing results. 

Mr. Olmstead, of Brown, thought Examiners have not the right to 
refuse private examinations. His method is, to submit written ques- 
tions at private and oral at public examinations. 

Mr. Loveless, of Clay, furnishes each applicant with materials, and 
requests him to write a letter; thus determines the knowledge of Or- 
thography, Puctuation, Capitalizing, &c. The per cent, of correct 
letters is very small. He favors public examinations; gives a license 
for six months at private examinations, the applicant to attend the 
next public examination ; visits schools and delivers addresses on ed- 
ucation and the art of teaching. 

Mr. Wright, of Carroll, examines in both public and private; in- 
tends in future to have all public; requires written answers, and 
grades certificates according to ratio of correct answers; visits in 
company with the Trustee ; addresses patrons in the evening. This 
has been a decided success. 

Mr. Powner, of Decatur, has public examinations ; spends forenoon 
in hearing answers to written questions ; afternoon, hears reading ; 
' (says the best readers are not always the best teachers,) calls atten- 
tion to the methods of drill, and spends an hour in actual' drill. Ex- 
aminations monthly. In visiting, takes charge of the school, and ex- 
amines them closely. Publishes notes of visitation in the county paper. . 

Mr. Venen, of Elkhart, holds public examinations except in cases 
of necessity. He present3 each applicant with a list of printed ques- 
tions', 16 on each branch, and grades each certificate acconding to the 
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number of correct answers, on the following scale: No. 1 denotes best; 
2 good ; 3 average ; 4 poor. He also has oral examinations, and de> 
termines the standing, not so much by the answers, as by the mdnner 
of answering, defining and illustrating. Mr. Y. explained at length 
his manner of arriving at a correct understanding of teachers' ability 
and qualifications. 

Mr. Davidson, of Fountain, does not submit written questions, but 
requires written answers to oral questions. Thinks Examiners have 
no right to refuse a private examination to a teacher who requests it, 

Mr. Bird, of Gibson, has no private examinations, whether there is 
law for it or not. He makes it law in Gibson county. He regards 
private examinations as a farce. His questions are confined mainly 
to general principles, and he considers the ability to give the reason 
for things the better test. He illustrated his method of examination 
in the various branches, and gave a form of license. The questions 
are mainly oral, though he uses a few written questions to fill the law. 
In reply to a question, Mr. Bird said he would not license a teacher 
if he should fail in any one branch, though he should have a hundred 
per cent, in some others. 

Mr. Fries, of Hancock, is clear in regard to the legality of public 
examinations to the exclusion of private ; but this will not do in Han- 
cock. The examinations are consequently almost entirely private, 
with the provision that the applicant shall appear the next time for 
public examination. He visited last year 70 schools, and made about 
140 addresses, one to the scholars, and one to the people, in the even- 
ing. As results, the people take more interest than formerly, and 
there is greater uniformity of method and purpose. 

Mr. Cox, of Hendricks, prefers public examinations, and will give 
only such. Since adopting this method, he is not troubled by appli- 
cants for private examinations. He uses oral questions ; has visited 
118 schools. 

Mr. Medzker, of Howard, has recently been appointed, and has 
had little experience. His method of examinations correspond gen- 
erally with those already given. 

Mr. Lewis, of Huntington, gave his method of examination and 
grade of licenses. He proposes, hereafter, to use oral instead of 
printed questions, requiring written answers. He visits two or three 
schools per day, and talks to the people when practicable. 

Mr; Benham, of Miami, would adopt the statement of Mr. Cox as 
containing his experience and method. 

At this point a discussion arose in regard to the propriety and 
legality of holding .pone but public exminations, participated in by 
various members. 

Mr. Smith, of Marion, had private and public examinations last 
year, licensing over one hundred teachers. This year he adheres 
with little exception to the public examination. He gives about ten 
questions in each branch, and finds thq time too short to ascertain all 
he desires in regard to the ability of applicants. He uses both writ? 
and oral questions, and from the ratio of correct answers determiaes 
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the per cent. He had visiited last year about one half the schools— 
hopes to visit more this year — and talks with teachers and parents in 
school and in evenings. 

Mr. Bush, of Ohio Co., had felt the want of uniformity in methods 
of teaching, and had addressed the Superintendent, Mr. Fletcher, on 
the subject. He now hoped something might be done to secure uni- 
formity of teaching. He read a lengthy report of his method of ex- 
amining in six branches, and his course when visiting schools. 

Mr. Hadley, of Parke, notifies the Trustees of times of examina- 
tion. He asks two hundred questions on Arithmetic, and one hun- 
dred on Grammar. These questions are printed, and if a teacher pre- 
pares himself to answer them, he is prepared to teach those sciences. 
If a teacher misses one question, his license is less than two years ; 
and if he misses one-third, no license is given. A failure on one 
branch deprives the applicant of license. No credentials are taken— 
licenses are given on examinations. 

Mr. Staley, of Porter, has monthly examinations. Printed ques- 
tions are used first, and then oral, until he is satisfied in regard to the 
standing of the applicants. Mr. S. read a report presenting fully his 
method of examining on vowel sounds, combinations, definitions; also, 
Penmanship, Arithmetic, [Mental Arithmetic is neglected — not used 
in one-half the schools ;] English Grammar, Geography, &c., in all of 
which the questions are such as involve general principles. Scale of 
certificates: 90 per cent., 24 months; 80 per cent., 18 months; 70 
per cent., 12 months ; 60 per cent., 6 months. He also spoke of the 
pressure that is often applied to Examiners by Trustees and patrons, 
in requesting a teacher whom the Examiner thinks not competent. 

Mr. Stewart, of Rush, finds the standard must be varied to suit dif- 
ferent cases. S(5me would not get through with a hundred and fifty 
questions. Licenses are given upon the general average. Spelling 
is looked after closely; Reading not so particularly; Arithmetic, 
Grammar, &c., are important, and teachers should be accurate, but he 
considers Geography of little importance, especially as now taught. 

Mr. Little, of Vermilion, gave a history of his efforts as Examiner 
to secure attendance at public examinations. He licensed teachers 
at private examinations, requiring them to attend the next public ex- 
amination or forfeit their license. He discards written questions, ex- 
cept so far as necessary to fill the law. He makes more of the ability 
to tell the reasons for things — the why it is so — ^than simply the fact. 
He visits two schools a day, visiting all the public schools in the 
county. He does not tak^ charge of any class in school, but aims to 
learn the teacher's methods and success. 

Mr. 0. Smith asked the last gentleman the following questions: 

Has an Examiner the right to give a certificate to a teaclyr at a 
private examination, and compel him to attend a public examination 
or forfeit his certificate? 

Has a Trustee the legal right to employ a teacher having a certifi- 
cate given at said private examination? 
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If said teacher is so employed and fails to get a certificate at the 
public examination, can he legally collect the money for the time 
taught? or, in other words, is the Trustee authorized to pay such 
teacher? 

Hiram Hadley, of Wayne, felt thkt the Examiner should ask ques- 
tions on those branches only which he is expected to teach, and take 
up the practical work of the school room. He insists that ten ques- 
tions, judiciously selected, may determine a teacher's qualifications as 
well as a great number. He has public examinations, and will not 
hear any cases of necessity. Teachers are notified of the times and 
places of holding examinations. It only needs a little back-bone to 
get attendance at the public examinations. He has no printed ques- 
tions, but writes tliem on the black-board. No two examinations are 
similar, but all are about equal. in "hardness." The grade of certifi- 
cate is as follows: 70 per cent, gives a license for 6 months; 80 to 90 
per sent., 12 months. He visits the schools as often as practicable ; 
aims to learn what the teachers need, and calling them together gives, 
them practical methods. We fail because we do not look high enough. 
When visiting schools, he writes his impressions plainly and directly, 
and gives the paper to the teacher, and bids him good morning. 

Mr. McCleary, of Wells, abhors written questions — usually exam- 
ines orally — gives special attention to those who appear deficient. Has 
six grades, one being max., six min. There have been no public 
schools in W^lls county, under the new School Law, until this winter. 
There is a Teachers' Association, at which he meets the teachers 
monthly, for counsel and advice. 

Throughout the afternoon the greatest freedom was exercised in 
asking questions and discussing points presented in the reports. 



SECOND DAY— Morning Session. 

Mr. Briggs, of Sullivan, Mr. Martin, of Johnson, and Mr. Smith, 
of Shelby, gave their methods of examining and visiting. These are 
much the same as those of other Examiners reported. 

Mr. Briggs has licensed several teachers on less than six branches, 
under the 25th section of the School Law. 

Mr. Martin recommends that no elections of teachers be made un- 
til they have been examined. Also, that the Examiners should or- 
ganize, and hold Institutes, &c. , 

Mr. Smith follows no regular course — ^has held public examinations, 
but prefers private; thinks he can ascertain the quailifications of 
teacheili better by this method. Visits schools as an observer, and 
never goes between teacher and scholars. 
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
